Germany and Anglo-French Entente. 


For the last thirty yeara the peace of Butope 
as been secured by a system of counterpoises, 
sud we are net aware that Germany bad ever 
bitherto allowed her own right to be question, 
ed, or had questioned that of other Powets, to 
seek in s system of ententes and alliances those 
combinations which might appear to be most 
etlective for the preservation from time to time 
of the balance of Buropean power. The entente 
tetween France and England represents the 
‘iret occasion on which a third Power has 
ventnred to maintain that a friendly relation 
ship between two Powers must be constraed 
as hostile to a third-Powér, une that third 
Power be allowed to convert a menage a dente 
into a menage d trois. It is neceseary to use 
plain language. We do not believe that German 
solicitations in London will affect our rela- 
tions with France, any more than German 
threats in Paris sffected them a year ago. 
Those relations are based upon considerations 
of common interesta and of gereral policy 
which bave ccmmended themselves cqually to 
the Governments and the people of both 
countries. We see no reason whatever why we 
should quarrel with Germany, or why Germany 
should quariel with us, bat we do see many 
reasons why our relations with Germany can- 
not, in present circamstsnces, scqaire the 
same character of intimacy which oor relations 
with France have now happily acquired. To 
modify these relations, whether by addition 
or by subtraction, at the biddiog of Germany 
would be to reccgniza a sort of Germac 
begemony in Burope; snd history is there to 


tell us that England's greatness is based upon 


her resistance in the past to similar c'aims of 
hegemony; whether they were pat forward by 
a Charles V. or a Louis XIV, or a Napoleon.
